Traveling from the State of Illinois to 


Boston by Team. 


A few days ago a well dressed and nice 


appearing woman about 50 years of age 
called at tbe express office for the pur- 
pose of procuring by telegraph a draft on 
her bank account in Boston, which she 
did. In conversation with Mr. Temple, 
one of the clerks, she said that she and 
her son were driving from Illinois to Bos . 
ton for the pleasure and experience such 
a journey would afford, and her son 
would also write up the trip, be being a 
newspaper man. 


The woman gave her name as Mrs. 


Abbie S. Ames. She said she and h«r son 
had been on the road for nine weeks and 
had traveled 1,200 miles when they 
reached Valley Falls, N. Y., where they 
decided to change their route when they 
learned that the highway and the rail- 
road were go close together all through 
this section.

Very Impressive and Unique 


Ceremonies at 
Hewlttvllle 


Sunday Afternoon.

Debt-Free Chapel on a Beautiful 


Site. 
Unusual Evidence of 
Brotherhood. 


Hewittville Mission chapel was dedi- 


cated Sunday afternoon with unique 
and inspiring ceremony—unique not as 
to program, but character; inspiring be 
c*u«s of the remarkable sincerity and 
spontaniously, that characterized almost 
every word uttered. 


The chapel is an attractive, unpretent. 


ions little structure, located on a beauti- 
Ail and commanding site. It la situated 
at the foot of the Hoosac range just be- 
yond the Fire Roads, and t* the object 
above all others that will arrest the at- 
tention when the first turn is passed in 
the road and the first climb has beau 
made is the ascent to the mountain 
proper. The view from the site is a 
glorious one, especially on such a day as 
Sunday, and the worshipful 
part of 


one's nature should need no greater In. 
fluence to arouse it strongly than to walk 
in the presence of such scenic grandeur to 
devotions in such a chapel. The whole 
environment is purifying to thought and 
exalting to character, at least It was so 
Sunday. 


Had a man of the world, as we conceive 


of that individual, dropped into the little 
chapel Sunday afternoon, while there 
was yet a chance to gain admission and 
get a seat, he would probably have had a 
new experience. It would have been im- 
mediately apparent to him that the two 
great classes of the age wera represented 
in the audience—the man of business, 
successful in the struggles of the competi- 
tive system in some active industrial and 
commercial centre, and the husbandmatu 
whose simple life was passed and hard 
toil performed In the quiet rural district 
in which the altar in whose presence he 
sat had been most recently raised. His 
probable new experience 
would have 


come from the fact that then, perhaps, 
more than ever before, he would have 
seen these representatives brought to a 
common footing of equality and good fel- 
lowship that was moat beautiful indeed. 
He would have observed that theee men, 
wearers of broadcloth and homespun 
| 


were equally dominated by a subtle influ- 
ence that made the heart in them all too 
eloquent for the tongue to express the 
emotions. He would have noted, too 
that moistened eyes and tear spotted 
cheeks were the rule among all present 
and would have admitted that the hour 
was a very over-mastering one. The se- 
cret of it all was brotherhood. 


The hour set for the dedication was 3 


o'clock and when it arrived there was 
not standing room in the little edifice. 
Carriages stood around the building and 
people kept coming up the road to vainly 
seek admittance. 
Inside the chapel the 


picture was most pleasing. The little 
peaked windows, with their top ruby 
pane, were lowered to secure comfort 
from good ventilation and the'light from 
the memorial window in the front gable 
streamed in upon the audience, throwing 
the shadow of the window's cross on the 
rock of ages ,in the varied colors of the 
glass on the heads of those assembled. 
The memorial bell in the little steeple 
was silent for there was no need of Its 
inviting sound to call the people to as- 
semble. 


Tbe exercises opened with a selection 


by an orchestra in charge of Miss Florence 
Canedy. Key. P. D. Penney presided. 
Rev. William Spencer offered prayer and 
then Mr. Penney said that Mr. Spencer 
would report for tha building committee. 
It is to Mr. Spencer's efforts that the 
Hewittville people owe their pretty litlle 
chapel. 
He was the solicitor of funds, 


the architect of the building and the 
superintendent of construction. He said 
when making his report that he was no1 


coming to ask for contributions for the 
chapel was paid for and 22 cents were 
left in the treasury. 
The building, in- 


cluding memorial bell and window, cost 
$987.35. Every contributor and his con- 
tribution' was named and every penny 
expended was accounted for. 


When Mr. Spencer had finished his 


report J. M. Canedy, around whom all 
remlniscenses of the mission clustered and 
to whom the greatest honor of the occa- 
sion was rightly accorded, was called upon 
to give a history of the mission. 
He 


traced the history from 1874 when he 
bagan the mission in a grove be owned in 
a summer of very pleasant Sundays when 
he was selfish enough to hope it would 
rain on just one so that he might be 
relieved from the self-incurred responsi- 
bility of conducting the services. 
The 


Sunday when it sprinkled and he stayed 
away there was the largest attendance. 
Deacon Keyes came to his assistance and 
from

Mr. Canedy told many 


very interesting stories of conversion that 
took place through the influence of the 
mission and he spoke very feelingly of 
Brother Keyes, who expounded the gos- 
pel and Brother Hailey, who gathered the 
people in. 
He rejoiced that for Mr. 


Keyes there was a memorial window and 
for Mr. Hailey a memorial bell. The 
result of the mission was that something 
like sixty united with the m other church 
in the city and by actual count nineteen- 
twentieths of the people on the hillside 
were made member*. Mr. Canedy thought 
'here was reason to rejoice because Ood 
sent Mr.Sp'Jncerto do the work of build- 
ing the cbftpel. 


The keys of the chapel were delivered 


into the possession of the trustees of the 
Baptist church. Mr. Spencer delivering 
them and E. 8. Wilkinson receiving them 
in behalf of the church. 
Mr. Spencer 


spoke of the kindness of the school offi. 
olals In allowing them the use of the 
school room eo tar and remembered 
Sister Allen, who gathered up the school 
books before every meeting and replaced 
them afterwards so that no book would be 
injured in the slightest degree. Mr. Will 
kinson accepted the keys with all the o bli- 
gationsand responsibility thaV were im- 
plied. He was unusually eloquent and said 
though the Baptist church held the keys 
the chapel was for one and all to attend 
and bow before Ood and receive the help- 
fnlneaa of his mercy. 


V. A. Wliitaker, as much moved as 


any of the others, made a short talk and 
H. W. Clark said a few words and sat 
down deeply moved. J. D. Thing spoke 
for the young men of the church and 
George M. Darby was moved to express 
his gratude to God and Mi\ Spencer. 


Jerry Wilbur went back into the old 


time 
and 
remembering Mr. Spenc- 


er

he deposited several silver dollars in 
tha desk, remarking that probably they 
would be worth more now than later.

Lee had become Amer- 
icanized enough to possess a revolver and 
knew how to use it. 


Abusive language was heaped upon the 


Chinamen's heads and bodily injury was 
also contributed, and Lee says tlct an 
attempt was made t>y Carr to open tbe 
money drawer. 
Lee procured bis re- 


volver and the trio invaders pled in 
consternation. The leader of the party, 
Carr, returned after running up the street 
a short distance and proceeded to pound 
Lee in a vigorious manner. As soon as 
released from his grasp Lee got the re- 
volver again and rushing up the street 
fired at Carr, tbe bullet lodging in the 
fugitive's right thigh and caubing a pain- 
ful, but not dangerous wound.

">Vc quote the following from a recent 
article in the New York Tribune by the 
Bon. David A. Wells as throwing light 
on this smbject: 


The explanation in the case of Mr. 


Joiirs and his business assooiates does 
not seem to bo iittendetl with any diffi- 
culty. They had become largely inter- 
ested in the mineral resourc es of their 
state, especially silver mining, and -were 
reported to liavo accumulated grcut 
wealth from their investments. As a 
f hrewd btisiue«s man, he naturally look- 
ed ont sharply for Ms business interests. 
He early smv what others failed so 
promptly to wo, that the production of 
silver in tho world—and especially iu 
the United Stutes—through improved 
inetliod-i of mining, refining aud trans- 
portation of ores, waa rapidly increas- 
ing. 
He doubtless foresaw what the 


world HOW knows, that tbe world's 
piudnct rif silver, which \vapCl,000,000 
onrces in 1873, would berome 163,000,- 
000 ouuces in 18!)3; that its market 
valu3 of $1.30 per ounce iu 1873 (reck- 
oned in gold) would dwindle to 60 cents 
in mo. 


W.:i it it now costs to produce silver 


no osft accurately knows. The cele- 
brated 
Broken Hill 
mines of Aus- 


tralia yielded last year—1895—over 
10,000/100 ounces of silver at a total re- 
ported (o»t of about 40 cents per ounce, 
and good anihoritiea report that some of 
the ame)ic;ui mines turn out millions 
CM unucm at tho present time at an 
equally low figure. With such an aspect 
01 the future, it did not require any 
great measure of business sagacity on 
the part of Mr. Jones and his silver 
mining associates to foresee that this 
prospective great increase in the produc- 
tion of silver would impair its market 
or bullion value and diminish the 
profits of mining, and that something 
must be done to avert such a contin- 
gency. AH the world had then, as it has 
now, a sufficient supply of all the silver 
it needed in the arts or as an instru- 
mentality of exchange, any attempt to 
make its use more extensive did not 
seem feasible. 


They accordingly hit upon the follow- 


ing ingenious plan: That the treasury of 
the United States should be required to 
buy so much of the surplus produced by 
the mines of Mr. Jones and his associ- 
ates as would tend to maintain the 
price of silver, and consequently their 
enormous profits, or at least prevent any 
further decline in them. They therefore 
induced congress to require the govern- 
ment to buy at least $2,000,000 worth 
of silver bullion each and every month, 
the total production of all the silver 
mines in the United States being at 
that time about $3,000,000 per month. 
The government consequently at once 
made a market for about two-thirds of 
all the product of this industry, and un- 
der this act the treasury did buy fS78,- 
16E.OOO. 


This deujce to keep up the price of 


silver did not, however, work as its 
originators expected it would* at the 
time it was put into operation and for 
tho reason that the world's annual ont- 
put at the time of its enactment—name- 
ly, 73,476,000 ounces, with an average 
valne of 1.152 per onnce—had reached 
120,313,000 ounces per annum in 1889, 
while its .price had fallen to .98 per 
ounce. The device was accordingly re- 
constructed, and in 1890 the United 
States treasury was required to buy 
4,fiOO,000 ounces per month, and under 
this law, which was repealed in 1898, 
the government purchased 168,647,883 
fine, ounces of silver at a cost of 
$155,030,000. In virtue of these two 
•cts the United States treasury pur- 
chased 49G,9S4,hS9 flnn ounce? of silver 
at an expenditure of 8508,993,974. and 
of this Inrge amount $513,000,000 re- 
mained in the vaults of tho treasury on 
the 1st of deptombar, 1893. 


The above two devices for the benefit 


of the millionairo raiae owners having 
completely faiJeg, thty hnva now do- 


fised a third, more subtle and ingen- 
ious, which lias captivated and beguiled 
Ho small part of the American people— 
namely, tho eo called free coinage of 
silver, with the legal tender attachment. 


It is difficult, therefore, iu the faco 


of such nndisputable facts, to resist the 
conclusion that this -whole silver agita- 
tion, which, as before shown, is not 
manifesting itself in any like degree in 
any othe,r country, is the result of a ras- 
cally conspiracy of the silver mining 
magnates of the west and certain poli- 
ticians whose aspirations are centered 
in the attainment of office and spoils. 
The exactions of the former further to 
increase theis great fortunes have iil- 
rpady cost the government and the peo- 
ple of the United States thousands of 
millions of dollars. If no silver mines 
had ever been discovered in this coun- 
try, or, if discovered, the government 
had bought and closed them up, there 
never would have been any silver agita- 
tion in the country. 


Have there ever been euch selfish and, 


unpatriotic schemes palmed off iu mod- 
ern times on the people of any country? 
Ought not every sensible American citi- 
zen, who has given, or IB still giving, 
aid and countenance to ench n scheme 
tobluah for the disgrace and loss which 
it has entailed upon his beloved country 
and its government? 


Stamp Woald Add No Value. 


What would be the value of paper 


money if the government offered to put 
its seal upon all paper brought to it, 
giving a pound of paper money for a 
pound of paper? The operation of tho 
free coinage of silver would be perfectly 
analogous, except that the paper would 
be defaced by the process of printing, 
while silver would remain unchanged 
in value. Under free coinage a pound 
of dollars and a pound of bullion must 
be of the same value. A pound of silver 
dollars is now worth more than a pound 
of silver bullion only because the gov- 
ernment has a monopoly of the manu- 
facture of silver dollars and it limits the 
supply and it is also committed to 
maintaining the dollars at par in gold. 
But it it agrees to puts its stamp upon 
all the silver brought to it its monopoly 
disappears, the qxiantity becomes indefi- 
nite, aud the government is of course re- 
leased from Hie obligation to maintain 
their value above what it really is, and 
the silver dollar must circulate at its 
bullion value, just as the gold dollar 
does. Consequently no class of persons 
would bo KO astonished and disappointed 
by tiio result* of free coinage as the 
mine owners, who imagine that under 
free coinage their bullion would bo 
transmuted at the mint into dollars 
worth what silver dollars are now 
worth.—Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Bulletin.

MR. TUCKER OF MARTINIQUE 


Bin Important Share In President Dial's 


Adventures. 


"I sheltered President Diaz of.-Mexico 


iome years ago, when he was a refugee 
from his own land," said Captain J. O. 
Tucker, United States consul to Mar- 
tinique, at the Ebbitt. 


"He had been at the head of a revolu- 


tionary movement that had failed and 
escaped across the Bio Grande 
to 


Brownsville. I invited him to my house, 
and he was my guest for about four 
months. During that timo he impressed 
me as a man of extraordinary ability 
and force of character, and between us 
theie sprang up a fraternal attachment. 
Diaz thought that he could rely on 
friends in Brownsville to fnrnish him 
means whereby he could renew the fight 
on the national forces, but when the 
time came they did not make good their 
promises. 


"One evening on going home I found i 


him pacing the hallway with restless 
stride and evidently in a very agitated 
frame of mind. I asked what the trouble 
•was, and he answered- 'I am in the 
most desperate situation, without a dol- 
lar or a friend in the world. I know 
lot which way to turn ' 
" 'Sou may be without a dollar, but 


Cover without a friend as long as I 
live, general,' said I, and then I talked 
with him till he got in a calmer mood. 
Then I told him of something I had re- 
solved on doing weeks before, which 
was to let him have a good round sum 
of money for the purchase of arms and 
ammunition. In those days I had some 
pretty fat go\ eminent contracts, and a 
few thousand dollars didn't matter 
much. Diaz vms the happiest and most 
grateful mortal I ever saw. 
In the 


plcntitude of all the power he has since 
•wielded, I doubt whether he has ever 
felt (he joy that possessed him that 
night when he learned that he could 
have all the money needed for his imme- 
diate use. He actually shed tears of de- 
light, and on that I felt rewarded, not 
Caring whether I ever got my money 
back or not. 


' 'It's too long a story to tell in detail 


of how I went on to New York and got 
the rifles and ammunition, and what a 
time we had in eluding both the Mexi- 
can and American officials and getting 
the arms across the river But the thing 
was managed, and it gave Diaz the start 
tor another campaign that ended in his 
complete triumph. Before that was con- 
summated, however, he passed through 
an experience that reads like a chapter 
from Jules Verne 
No man ever lived 


that baa had a career so full of romance 
and hairbreadth escapes 
Yes, he rt 


paid me in full for the money I ad 
vanced 
Ho is the soul of honor."—

The Vossiaclie Zeituag is the most in- 
dulgent of any of the leading journals 
in its criticisms aud goes no further 
than to express the hope that tha 
words of tho former prime minister of 
Great Britain will have a sobering 
effect on the sultan and tho palace 
clique behind him. 
At the same time, 


the Vossische suggests the possibility 
that the almost violent language em- 
ployed by Mr. Gladstone may reawaken 
the fanaticism of the Moslems and the 
Armenian 
revolutionists and their 


friends, leading to the very results 
which he Lso *trongly denounced. 
Among the other leading German pa- 
pers the consensus of opinion is that 
the speech is more likely to do harm 
than good. The suggestion made by 
Mr. Gladstone of a severance of tha 
diplomatic relations between Great 
Britain and Turkey is regarded by the 
papers as fantastic and only likely to 
encouraga a renewal of the massacres 
in the sultan's dominion. The North 
German Gazette, in an exhaustive arti- 
cle in criticism of the speech, says! 
"It must be painful to many English- 
men to find that Mr. Gladstone does 
not know of any other remedy for tha 
Turkish excesses than to threaten tha 
sultan, while at the same time con- 
fessing that the threats can not be fol- 
lowed br action."

The practical expulsion from Berlin 


a few d.iys ago of Prof. Thoumayan. 
the Armenian lecturer, who came to 
G»rmany for the purpose of organizing 
anti-Turkish meetings, has had a ten- 
dency to dampen any possible official 
sjjnpat'iy with the Armenians. To 
the German official mind Prof. Thou- 
mayan is a mere agitator, who, per- 
haps, may be personally irreproacha- 
ble, but politically is indistinguishable, 
fvora the wildest and most fanatical 
Huntchakist, or Armenian revolution- 
ist. According to the semi-official ver- 
sion of the incident published in the 
Cologne 
Gazette Prof. Thoumayan 


owes his life' to the German ambassa- 
dor to Turkey, who interceded in his ] 
behalf when the professor was sen- 
tenced to death as a conspirator in 
Armenia, and procured for him a re- 
prieve on the strength of Thouraayan's 
undertaking to abandon his anti- 
Turkish agitation. Nevertheless, de- 
spite the fact that he received repeat- 
ed warnings from the Berlin police, ' 
Thoumayan continued his attack upon 
the suli an.and his crowning offence Was 
committed in his declaration at a re- 
cent anarchist meeting that the porta 
itself had arranged the affair to take 
possession of the Ottoman bank. la 
recounting the details of this incident, | 
however, the Gazette omits mention of 
the fnet that Prof. Thoumayau went 
to the meeting mentioned in company 
with ^ell-known and highly respected 
Berlin clergymen for tho main pur- 
pose of refuting the statement which 
bid been made by anarchist orators

, Handkerchief the Standard of Value. 


All these articles are specially for 


tha trade, and the standard of value is 
a piece of handkerchief twenty-four 
feet long and three feet broad and 
valued at fifty cents. When the 
trader buys produce he gives card»^o 
the natives which are good each *<»r 
one piece of handkerchief, and when 
the caravan has been bought out the 
natives come to the fetich or store 
and hand in their cards, when they 
can selecV what they want to the 
value of the cords held. As a rule, 
they win not touch money, and this, 
of course, is a great advantage to the 
trader, who makes large profits in ex- 
change for handkerchiefs, whioh prob- 
ably cost him, landed in the Congo, 
duty paid, twenty cents apiece. 


Other Medium* of Exchange. 


At Lak Leopold, the medium of ex- 


change consists of small, white and 
blue round beads, sm U cowrie-checked 
cotton cloth and strips of brass rods in 
Bmall quantities, large and small bells, 
tin plates and looking glasses. Ameri- 
can 
sheeting, 
commonly 
known 


throughout Central Africa as "Sleri- 
kaii," also goes well. At Yambinga 
brass rods, beads and cloth are cur- 
rency, the rods being uniformly twen- 
ty-lour inches long. One stone flint 
for flintlock musket is worth nine 
pounds of rubber at Ikimi. Lusambo, 
which is a large state post established 
to block the progress of the Arabs 
westward, is the depot of a thrifty, in- 
dustrious, populous district. 


Food Very Cheap. 


Food is ridiculously cheap, and a 


small egg cup full of blue beads, a 
little larger than pin heads, will pur- 
chase food for one man for a week. 
The other 
currency 
is 
copper 


crosses, cowries, brass rods and cloth. 
Coffee and cotton grow wild, and tho 
natives own a good many cattle. A 
cow can be bought for one flint-lock 
gun, valued at J2.50 on the coast. 
The dash of Arab in these people 
makes them exceedingly 
clean, in 


strong contrast to Congo savages. Mr. 
Mohun says that, while the Congo 
native is satisfied with a strip of 
dirty cloth a foot wid« eovering him in 
front 
and behind, with 
the ends 


tucked in a string around the waist, 
the Arab boy will saw together all the 
cloth which he receives in pay and 
drape the whole thing about himself. 
He "saw one man wearing at least 200 
yards of such cloth, and it was always 
kept clean. 


Wear Their Money for Clothe*. 


At Kassrngo, where a great market 


is held three times a week, the money 
is "madlba," a square of woven palm 
fibre and with six of these a man can 
get food enough to last him a weelc. 
These "madibas" are patched into gar- 
ments and worn until needed as -noncy. 
Mtdtbas and iron hois constitute the 
money at Nanglve, T. hich is the Afri- 
oan salt centra. Here salt is also used 
t» n-jrchase everything, and is practi- 
cally the standard of value. Ivory 
does not appear to be used in the pay- 
ment of dues and ta-ses anywhere in 
the state, probably on account of its 
size. It is first exchanged for brats 
rods and madibas, which circulate 
freely. Only in exceptional instances 
will any foreign coin be received in 
payment for articles, the natives being: 
suspicious of it. Gold and silver are 
altogether unknown and can not be 
forced upon the savages. The Congo 
state is said to be bankrupt, its expen- 
ditures more than double its receipts 
from domestic revenues. The advances 
from the Belgian treasury and King 
Leopold is making up the deficit.
